In the outstanding Action, restriction is required between Group (I), claims 1-14, drawn to 
a Mem switch; and Group (II), claims 15 and 16, drawn to the method of manufacturing a Mem 
switch. 

Also, election was required among Species Embodiment 1: Figures l-8c; Embodiment 2: 
Figure 9; Embodiment 3: Figure 10; Embodiment 4: Figures 11-12; Embodiment 5: Figures 13- 
16; and Embodiment 6: Figures 17-23c. 

The applicants elect to prosecute the subject matter of Group (I), claims 1-14, and further 
elect the species embodying Species Embodiment 1, shown in Figures l-8c. Claims 1, 2 and 4- 
14 read on elected group and species. 

Accordingly, claims 1, 2 and 4-14 are elected in the prosecution of this application.
